Dear Eric: 

I am writing to recommend Graham P. Dyer, Librarian and Curator of the Royal Mint, 
London, as a speaker for the Educational Forum to be held at the 1979 ANA meeting in 
St. Louis. Dyer is still a young man, in his thirties, but he is among the most vigo 
rous and articulate numismatists in England. He is perhaps best known for his 1973 
monograph , The Proposed Coinage of King Edward VIII, but he has broad interests in the 
coinage and the mint techniques of the past three centuries. He is an energetic re- 
searcher, publishing frequently in english and european numismatic journals, and is 
active in the British Numismatic Society, serving on its governing council. 

For numismatists generally Dyer’s most important achievement has been to involve 
the Royal Mint in serious numismatic studies to an extent unequaled and unapproached by 
other mints. Some of this has been described in a November 9, 1977 Coin World article 
which I enclose. By his efforts he has made the Royal Mint a focus for research on 
modern english and commonwealth coins. He has done this by encouraging the use of Mint 
records and the Mint collection of coins and dies by qualified numismatists, and by 
spending many hours in helping serious students to find needed information. 

In addition, Grahm Dyer has organized annual colloquia on die making and coinage 
techniques which represent a new dimension in the encouragement given by the Royal Mint 
to numismatic research. The third colloquium was held successfully on July 5, 1975. 

At these informal meetings, originated by Dyer, about twenty numismatists and Mint 
technical staff gather for a day to present short papers and to discuss current work. 

As a participant I can tell you that the give -and -take that has resulted from the inter- 
acting of mint people like the present and former chief engravers with numismatic, 
scholars has produced significant new ideas that make these meetins terrifically inter 
esting and fruitful. One of the novel aspects of these meetings has been the reports 
on experiments carried out at the Mint to test ideas presented at earlier meetings. 
These experiments have helped clarify, for example, the striking of proof and pattern 
pieces in the 17th and 18th centuries, and Graham Dyer will be presenting these results 
in a paper (in both our names) to the British Numismatic Society in September. 

Dyer has presented a series of interesting papers to the colloquis at the Mint, 
including his most recent contribution on the striking and restriking of Victoria Una 
and the Lion five pound pieces. By combining his observations on the coins with care- 
ful study of the surviving dies and the Mint records, Dyer has established that these 
coins, while all dated 1839, were struck over a forty year period. He has, for the 
first time, established a coherent chronology for the many recognizable varieties and 
has provided absolute criteria for the differentiation of the genuine from the dang- 
erous counterfeit specimens. 
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As part of his effort to make the collections of the Royal Mint more accessible 
to numismatists, Graham Dyer has encouraged my studies of the die collection, supported 
by the United States National Endowment for the Humanities, that may evenutally lead 
to a new catalog of the collection. I have worked at the Royal Mint for the past five 
years, often in close collaboration with Graham Dyer. I have a great respect for him 
as a numismatist and as a person. His interest in numismatics is great and unselfish. 

He is dedicated to promoting the knowledge of coins and is generous in his assistance 
to anyone whose effort to learn is genuine. Graham is a warm person and a fine speaker, 
and I am certain that he could make a fine contribution to the ANA Educational Forum. 

His recent publications give some inkling as to the breadth of his work: A Pair 

of Counterfeit Sovereign Dies of 1891" in Bulletin on Counterfeits, Vol. 3, No. 1, 

1978; "The Royal Mint London and the Striking of Louis d'Or in 1815 in Revue Numis— 
matique, Vol. XVIII, 1976; "1863 Sovereigns Numbered 827" in Numismatic Circular, 1977; 
"The ’1889' Farthing," ibid ., 1978. Dyer is currently working on a catalog of english 
gold coinage that will be the standard work analogous to Seaby s English Silver Coinage. 
I wonder, however, whether a general topic like the role of the Royal Mint in numismatic 
studies wouldn't be an approriate subject for him.
